FORK SCRIBE 


Great Promise of South Fork 
*  Goal-and Agricultural 
Wealth 


'j0It gives me great pleasure 
Me. Editor to inform. the out- 
‘side world ofthe beauties and 
the richness of the valley of the 
South Fork river. 

Upen leaving the C. P. R., at 
Burmis.or Landbreck and tra- 
veiling in a southwestemy di- 
rection we soon come to the 
homestead of Joseph Johnson. 


This homestead is situated on}, 


section 32, range 2; township 6, 
west of the 5th Meridian, As}; 
you go ‘down the banks of‘ the 
river and cross at the Garfield 
ford.into one of the most beau- 
tiful valleys in Canada and not 
only the.most beautiful but the 
richest valley. This river is a 
very tlear stream and running 
very swift through deep can- 
yons and over beautiful falls 
and has a fall of about four 
hundred feet in six miles. | It is 
well supplied with trout and 
grayling as far up as the head- 
water. 

Crossing over to the South 
side of the valley and west, the 
first place-of importance which 
you artive at. is a large coal 
field belonging to. Mr. George 
Jackson and J. H. Farmer, 
situated in township 6. On the 
slope of this valley there are 
eight well defined seams of coal. 
These seams run south for a 
distance of seven miles and as 
far south as the coal prope? 
‘of the Beaver ‘Creek’ Coal 
who have a large force of mei 
opening up the seams and doing 
considerable development work. 

Across the river and to the 
north one can see a splendid 
homestead with splendid ‘build- 

On this ranch are raised 
admirable crops of wheat and 
oats, Theowner of this ranch 
is H.H. Herron, To the west 
is Mr. Sedgewick’s horse ranch. 
There is an excellent range for 
stock in this valley, cattle and
